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IN  this  age  of  imitation  and  cheap  substitutions,  which  have  pervaded 
every  department  of  the  building  industry,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  that 
we  view  with  satisfaction  and  delight  that  which  is  natural,  substantial 
and  real. 

There  is  no  material  wherein  the  real  so  far  overshadows  the  substitute, 
the  imitation,  as  does  natural  stone.  That  is  the  material  which  Nature  has 
so  bountifully  provided,  that  we  may  enjoy  the  solemn  dignity,  the  stately 
beauty  and  the  impressive  simplicity  which  walls  of  this  substantial  ma¬ 
terial  can  impart. 

To  this  dignity,  beauty  and  simplicity  may  be  added  the  elements  of 
strength,  security  and  durability,  which  only  stone  can  provide. 

Let  us,  then,  build  our  homes,  churches,  schools  and  our  public  institu¬ 
tions  of  stone  that  they  may  endure  through  the  ages,  and  pass  on  to  future 
generations.  This  is  a  message  of  love,  reverence,  loyalty  and  patriotism, 
and  may  they  be  everlasting  monuments  to  those,  who,  by  untiring 
labor  and  devotion  to  noble  ideals,  made  them  possible. 
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Situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  Nesha- 
miny  Creek,  not  far  from  the  old  stage 
routes  between  Philadelphia  and  New 
York,  and  near  the  present  Lincoln  High¬ 
way,  is  the  Neshaminy  Quarry. 

There  are  two  distinct  veins  of  the 
Neshaminy  rock  cropping  out  at  this 
point — one  dark  and  the  other  light  in 
color.  Both  are  obtained  naturally  from 
the  ledges  in  long,  low  sections,  and  are 
very  colorful.  Here  may  be  found  a 
beautiful  range  of  color — bronze,  yellow, 
blue,  rusty  red  and  gray. 

As  evidence  of  the  wonderful  dura¬ 
bility  of  this  stone,  we  offer  for  your  in¬ 
spection  two  Quaker  Meeting  Houses, 
both  built  in  the  year  1789 — one  at  Falls- 
ington,  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  other  at  Langhorne,  Bucks  County,

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Pennsylvania.  They  are  standing  today  in  perfect  condition  as  shown  by  the  accompanying 
photographs  taken  in  1929.  The  Langhorne  Meeting  House  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $800, 
stone  masons  receiving  two  shillings  per  day.

Curwensville  Quarry 

When  the  “Johnstown  Flood,"  in  1889,  destroyed  the  bridges  along  the  line  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  paralleling  the  Conemaugh  River  from  South  Fork  to  Johnstown, 
then,  immediately,  was  created  an  unusual  demand  for  stone,  known  as  Bridge  Ashlar, 
to  rebuild  the  bridges  in  this  devastated  area. 
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The  contractors  in  charge  of  this  work  turned  to  the  mountains  of  Central  Pennsylvania 
for  their  supply  of  stone.  It  was  then  that  "Roaring  Run"  Quarry  was  opened  and  de¬ 
veloped. 

The  quarry  is  on  the  mountains  about  two  miles  north  of  the  Borough  of  Curwensville, 
in  Clearfield  County,  Pennsylvania,  comprising  about  300  acres  of  stone.  This  is  the  best 
and  most  durable  sandstone  in  existence,  having  successfully  withstood  every  test  to 
which  it  has  been  subjected. 

We  have  samples  in  perfect  condition  which  have  been  subjected  to  freezing  and  thaw¬ 
ing  for  twenty-five  years.  This  stone  has  a  variety  of  color — buff,  rusty,  gray  and  pink, 
all  from  the  same  ledges  in  the  quarry.  Incorporated  into  the  walls  of  a  building,  this  stone 
presents  a  beauty  and  dignity  which  modern  civilization  demands. 


Wurtemburg  Quarry 

Near  Ellwood  City,  in  Lawrence  County,  Pennsylvania,  is  the  Wurtemburg  Quarry 
of  the  most  colorful  sandstone  in  existence  in  the  Eastern  States.  Buff  and  red  with  the 
most  unusual  shades  of  color  are  to  be  found  in  this  sandstone. 

Wurtemburg  Quarry  is  in  what  is  known  as  the  Beaver  Valley  section.  The  durability 
of  this  stone  is  known  to  all  construction  engineers  in  Western  Pennsylvania.  Its  stone 
is  known  as  Beaver  Valley  Sandstone. 

If  anyone  is  interested  in  the  most  unusual  and  pleasing  color,  we  invite  his  inspection 
of  Wurtemburg  stone. 


Raven  Rock,  Lumberville  and  Stockton 

In  the  Delaware  Valley  about  twenty-five  miles  north  of  Trenton,  at  Raven  Rock, 
Lumberville  and  Stockton  is  found  an  area  filled  with  deposits  of  the  most  durable  and 
attractive  sandstone.  The  colors  are  attractive  in  buff  and  gray. 

Many  churches  and  schools  throughout  Central  and  Southern  New  Jersey  have  been 
constructed  of  this  stone  as  well  as  many  bridges  on  the  eastern  trunk  lines  of  railway. 

The  northeast  storms  have  washed  and  devastated  the  Atlantic  Coast  along  New 
Jersey  shores  to  such  an  alarming  extent  that  sea  wall  and  jetty  construction  have  become 
an  absolute  necessity.  Thousands  of  tons  of  stone,  ranging  in  size  from  two  to  six  tons, 
are  shipped  annually  from  these  quarries  to  protect  New  Jersey  beaches. 
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Newtown  Stone 


Two  miles  west  of  the  Borough  of  Newtown,  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  is  a  quarry 
of  brownstone,  the  quality  of  which  is  unsurpassed.  This  can  be  had  in  dimension  blocks, 
cut  or  rough  face  stone. 


Mt.  Eyre  Quarry 

Near  the  west  bank  of  the  Delaware  River,  and  overlooking  the  spot  where  Wash¬ 
ington  and  his  army  made  the  memorable  crossing  on  Christmas  night,  1776,  is  the  Mt. 
Eyre  Quarry. 

Many  substantial  farmhouses  and  barns  have  been  built  of  stone  from  this  vicinity, 
including  the  old  Ferry  Inn  built  in  1780,  which  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  picture. 

Mt.  Eyre  stone  is  variegated  in  color — red,  green  and  blue — and  very  much  resembles 
the  stone  which  was  quarried  in  the  vicinity  of  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  of  which  so  many 
of  the  buildings  on  the  Princeton  College  campus  are  constructed.

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Langhorne  Manor  in  1640 

Nowhere  in  the  United  States  can  be  found  such  a  wealth  of  old  stone  buildings  as 
have  been  built  by  the  early  Quaker  settlers  on  the  farms  and  in  the  villages  of  central 
and  lower  Bucks  County  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

When  the  log  cabin  had  outgrown  its  usefulness  and  the  early  settlers,  in  their  pros¬ 
perity,  were  desiring  more  commodious  and  comfortable  homes,  they  found  on  their  own 
or  adjacent  lands  a  supply  of  most  desirable  stone  available  for  their  needs. 

The  stone  houses  that  were  erected  in  this  section,  when  Pennsylvania  was  still  a 
colony,  stand  today  as  monuments  to  the  noble  and  sturdy  men  who  erected  them,  and 
even  now  they  serve  as  models  for  designs  that  architects  delight  in  offering  to  clients 
who  demand  the  distinctive  types.

The  last  steel  bridge  was  erected  on  it 
in  1928.  The  bridge  is  of  Pennsylvania  Sandstone  and  is  in  perfect  condition.  Reference:  Bureau  of  Tests,

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Severe  northeast  winds  bring  heavy  and  uncontrollable  seas  to  the  New  Jersey  coast.  In  order  to  protect 
the  beach,  jetties  are  built  of  large  stone.
